Baltimore. Md., OctolKT ‘22, — Altamaha, Double 
Fiv<- and iKmaUI Macdonald were heavily backed 
favorites that proved disai»poiiitnient8 at Laurel 
tliis afteriKHjii. On re<‘ent form they all seemed 
likely t<» win. Altauiatui managed to finish second, 
lieatcn <tff by Carlton G., but the other two were 
unplaced. For the first time since the niectiug 
o|H‘n<sl the track was soft. 

The card, which was in the main made up of sell- 
ing races, bad as a feature a handicap at one mile. 
Half of the eight horses programmed were with- 
drawn. Altamaha ruled favorite, with Sir John 
Johnson next in favor. The winner turned up in 
Carlton G., which scored hi a canter. Sir John 
Jolins<in rail well for about lialf a mile. Then he 
(|iiit so badly that ho was last at the finish. Jaw- 
bone Iteating him for the .short end of the purse. 

Tile first rais', wbicli was a dasli of five and a 
half furlongs for maiden two-year-old. found Flying 
Fairy leading her opposition from the start and 
beating the "good thing,” Phyllis Antoinette, a 
length. Millie tlie dam of the winner, was 

sold in the paddisk at I'inilieo last spring with a 
weanling by .Veronaut at her side for $ldO. The 
mare was guaranteed to tie in foal to Sir John John- 
son; When Hying Fairy showol such keen speed 
in her trials last summer, an effort was made to 
locate Millie A. She is su}*i>osed to be somewhere 
in .Maryland or 1‘eimsylvauia. 

News of the death of jockey Ural reached the 
track at noon and Jack McUiiinis scratched his en- 
try, Sum Jackson, from the handicap and arrangetl 
to take the body hack to New York for burial. 

Joseph McI.H-iinau, secretary of the Jamestown 
Jockey Club, rei>orts that many of tlie horsemen 
racing here have r«“scrved stable room at the Norfolk 
track. The stakes to be I'un tlnring the Norfolk 
meeting wil! close next .Saturday. 

It was given out today that W. L. Oliver would 
again take over the liorses of J. S. Tyree at the 
conclusion of tho present meeting, when Mr. Tyree’s 
confract with J. J. McCafferty would terminate. 
The- latter is ironsidering an offer to train a stable 
in Germany.

He lias Ihh-ii actively engaged for some 
time ill getting everything in readiness for the 
o[»ening of tlic exhibition next w« k. The fair will 
continue four days aud. it is expected, will prove 
one of the IhlsI ever held in Maryland. New Imild- 
ings have been erected since last fall, includiug 
:i new cattle burn, witli a capacity of .tOO bead, 
while the same number of sheep and hogs have been 
provided for. Entries have tieeii coming in for 
the various departments in such large numbers as 
to indicate a rei'ord-brcaking list. ’The live stock 
department, which will be a big feature of the 
fair, in the opinion of F. H. Caebell, wlio is in 
cliarge, will be one of the finest held in the east.

Sli«*riff Woml, of Porter County, afil’Pared at tbe 
irack and was at first denied adinitiance. but was 
linall}' allowed to <-ome in. He askeil Major Freyer- 
iniilh if martial law had been proclaimed and was 
informed iu repl.v that it had ntd. The sheriff 
w,-;» disph*ased win. the coitrsi* of events and is re- 
ported to have said; “It’s an uncalled for pr»»- 
ce<sling and reflection on me. But I cau’t buck
